Congress approves insurance aid for storm victims

WASHINGTON - Under in¬ 
tense pressure from New 
York and New Jersey, Con¬ 
gress adopted legislation 
Friday that would provide 
$9.7 billion to cover insur¬ 
ance claims filed by peo¬ 
ple whose homes were 
damaged or destroyed by 
Hurricane Sandy. 

The measure is the first, and 
least controversial, portion 
of a much larger aid pack¬ 
age sought by the affected 
states to help homeown¬ 
ers and local governments 
recover costs associated 
with the storm. The House 
has pledged to take up the 
balance of the aid pack¬ 
age on Jan. 15. 

The House passed the in¬ 


surance measure 354-67; 
it then cleared the Senate 
by unanimous consent. 
President Barack Obama is 
expected to sign the mea¬ 
sure into law. 

In the House, all of the votes 
against the aid came from 
Republicans, who have ob¬ 
jected that no cuts in other 
programs had been iden¬ 
tified to pay for the mea¬ 
sure despite the nation’s 
long-term deficit problem. 
The 67 Republicans who 
voted against the measure 
included 17 freshman law¬ 
makers, suggesting that the 
new class will provide sup¬ 
port to the sizable group 
of anti-spending conserva¬ 
tives already in the House. 
Speaker John A. Boehner, 
R-Ohio, brought the bill to 


the House floor after he 
drew criticism from Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans alike 
for adjourning the previous 
Congress earlier this week 
without taking up a $60.4 
billion aid bill that the Sen¬ 
ate had passed to finance 
recovery efforts in the 
hurricane-battered states. 
Among those most critical 
of Boehner were several 
leading Republicans, in¬ 
cluding Rep. Peter T. King 
of Long Island, who is a se¬ 
nior member of Congress, 
and Gov. Chris Christie of 
New Jersey, who is a possi¬ 
ble presidential contender 
in 2016. 

The bill adopted Friday 
would give the National 
Flood Insurance Program 
the authority to borrow $9.7 


billion to fill claims stemming 
from damage caused by 
Hurricane Sandy and other 
disasters. 

The Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, 
which administers the flood 
insurance program, recent¬ 
ly notified Congress that 
it would run out of money 
within the next week to 
cover claims filed by indi¬ 
viduals. 

“The administrafion is 
pleased fhaf Congress has 
faken action to ensure that 
FEMA continues to have 
the funds to cover flood 
insurance claims, including 
over 100,000 claims from 
Hurricane Sandy the agen¬ 
cy has already received,” 
Clark Stevens, a White 
House spokesman, said in 


a statement. “We continue 
to urge Congress to take 
up and pass the full supple¬ 
mental request submitted 
last year to ensure affected 
communities have the sup¬ 
port they need for longer 
term recovery.” 

Congress’ action did not 
fully mollify lawmakers from 
New York, New Jersey, 
Connecticut and other 
states struck by the storm. 
Some officials continued 
to criticize the chamber's 
leadership for failing fo acf 
more quickly on fhe larg¬ 
er aid package, saying if 
provided the necessary fi¬ 
nancing to help the region 
rebuild.

Eurozone inflation holding firm at 2.2% 

BRUSSELS (AP) — Inflation across the 17 European Union 
countries that use the euro was unchanged at 2.2% in the 
year to December. Eurostat, the EU’s statistics office, did 
not provide further details in its estimate released Friday. 
More information will be provided in a second estimate 
to be published later this month. Inflation in the eurozone 
remains above the European Central Bank's target of 
keeping the annual rate of price rises “just below 2%." The 
ECB holds its first policy meeting next Thursday. It is ex¬ 
pected to keep its interest rate unchanged at the record 
low of 0.75% even though the eurozone economy as a 
whole is back in recession. □ 

Hong Kong makes $1.4M ivory seizure 


HONG KONG (AP) — Hong Kong authorities have made 
their third big seizure of illegal ivory in three months, con¬ 
fiscating more than a ton of elephant tusks worth $1.4 mil¬ 
lion, customs officials said Friday. Customs officers seized 
779 pieces of ivory weighing 1,323 kilograms in a shipping 
container that arrived at Hong Kong's port from Kenya af¬ 
ter passing through Malaysia. The officers discovered the 
ivory after X-raying the container, which was declared to 
be carrying architectural stones. Forty sacks holding the 
ivory were found inside five wooden crates, hidden under 
rocks. The investigation is still continuing. No one has been 
arrested. □ 


Canada created 40K jobs in December 

TORONTO (AP) — The Canadian economy created 
40,000 full-time jobs in December, driving the unemploy¬ 
ment rate to its lowest in four years. Statistics Canada said 
Friday that the unemployment rate slipped by one-tenth 
of a percentage point to 7.1%. The results easily topped 
economist estimates for a gain of just 5,000 jobs nationally 
and an unemployment rate of 7.3%. The better-than-ex- 
pected results follow what was a strong November, when 
Canada's economy created 59,300 jobs. December saw 
41,200 new full-time jobs added, while the number of part- 
time positions fell by 1,400. The new jobs were added in 
a month of much handwringing over the U.S. fiscal cliff.Q 


Over 100 die in historic India cold snap 

LUCKNOW, India (AP) — More than 100 people have died 
of exposure as northern India deals with historically cold 
temperatures. Police spokesman Surendra Srivastava 
said that at least 114 people have died from the recent 
cold in the state of Uttar Pradesh. Many were poor peo¬ 
ple whose bodies were found on sidewalks or in parks. 
The weather department said temperatures were 4 to 10 
degrees Celsius (7 to 18 degrees Fahrenheit) below nor¬ 
mal in the state. Temperatures in New Delhi, which bor¬ 
ders Uttar Pradesh, hit a high Wednesday of 9.8 degrees 
(49.6 Fahrenheit), the lowest maximum temperature in 
the capital since 1969. □ 

Bardot threatens exile over elephants 

PARIS (AP) — Sex symbol-turned-animal rights activist Bri¬ 
gitte Bardot is threatening to join actor Gerard Depardieu 
in Russian exile unless France halts the scheduled eutha¬ 
nasia of two sick circus elephants. Bardot says authorities 
have ignored her “numerous proposals” to save Baby 
and Nepal, a pair of 42-year-old elephants dying of tu¬ 
berculosis at a Lyon zoo. Bardot says that if the elephants 
are killed she will request Russian citizenship “to flee this 
country that is now just a graveyard for animals." Q 



Philippine man kills 8 in rampage

MANILA, Philippines (AP) — 

A man with domestic prob¬ 
lems fatally shot eight peo¬ 
ple, including a pregnant 


woman and two children, 
after taking alcohol and 
drugs in a rampage Friday 
near the Philippine capital 
that ended when he was 
shot dead by police, offi¬ 
cials said. 

At least eight other people 
were wounded in Kawit 
township, about 16 kilome¬ 
ters (10 miles) south of Ma¬ 
nila, Cavite provincial Gov. 
Jonvic Remulla said. 

The violence happened 
days after the death of a 
7-year-old girl who was hit 
in the head by a stray bul¬ 


let during New Year's Eve 
revelry in Manila sparked 
public criticism over lax 
gun control in the Philip¬ 
pines. Friday's rampage 
fueled pressure for more 


assertive action by authori¬ 
ties to deal with unlicensed 
firearms. 

Ronald Bae, who was 
killed in the shootout with 
responding police, had 
been on a “drug and alco¬ 
hol binge” with his friends 
since Monday, drinking 
and taking methamphet- 
amine, Remulla said. 

He said Bae left a store 
where he and his friends 
were drinking but later re¬ 
turned with the caretaker 
of his house in Kawit and 
began the shooting spree 


in the surrounding neigh¬ 
borhood. 

The man had left his Kawit 
neighborhood about a 
year ago after he lost an 
election for village chair¬ 
man. He returned Mon¬ 
day because of a “mari¬ 
tal problem” with his wife, 
whom he had left before 
New Year’s, Remulla said. 

It was not immediately 
clear why Bae went on the 
rampage. Police investiga¬ 
tor Arnulfo Lopez said resi¬ 
dents heard Bae threaten¬ 
ing to kill the caretaker if he 
did not reload Bae’s pistol 
during the shooting. 

“He just shot at anyone he 
saw,” Remulla said. “You 
could see that these were 
really acts of a madman.” 
Among the victims was 
a 7-year-old girl who was 
shot inside her home. The 
girl’s 2-year-old sister and 
4-year-old brother, who 
was Bae’s godson, were 
wounded and in critical 
condition. 

No details were immedi¬ 
ately available about the 
other wounded. 

The pregnant woman died 
after being shot in the 
stomach, Remulla said. 
Her 6-month-old fetus also 
died. 

GMA television reported 
that the woman made a 
frantic call for help to her 
mother, Baby Alberto, who 
heard screams and gun¬ 
shots. □

Sgt. in Saudi military accused of child rape

LAS VEGAS (AP) — A ser¬ 
geant in Saudi Arabia's 
air force was jailed in Las 
Vegas on charges that he 
pulled a young boy into a 
hotel room and sexually 
assaulted him the morning 
of Sin City’s big New Year's 
Eve fireworks extravagan¬ 
za. 

Mazen Alotaibi, 23, faces 
charges including kidnap¬ 
ping, sexual assault with 
a minor and felony coer¬ 
cion that could get him 
decades in state prison, 
according to police and 
charging documents ob¬ 
tained Friday. 

The boy, who is younger 


than 14, told police the 
man forced him into a 
room at the Circus Circus 
hotel on the Las Vegas 
Strip and raped him. Police 
arrested Alotaibi after be¬ 
ing called to the hotel be¬ 
fore 9:30 a.m. on Dec. 31. 
“There was a kidnapping 
and sexual assault with 
force,” Las Vegas police 
Lt. Dan McGrath said. “The 
victim said he was forced 
into the room and sexu¬ 
ally assaulted. We have a 
strong case based on the 
evidence.” 

The boy, who lives out of 
state, was staying at the 
hotel with his family, Mc¬ 
Grath said. He was taken to 
a local hospital for medical 


treatment and evidence 
collection and released 
later to family members. 
His name was not made 
public. 

McGrath said Alotaibi pro¬ 
duced a Saudi Arabian 
military identification and 
said he was stationed at 
Joint Base San Antonio- 
Lackland near San Anto¬ 
nio, Texas. U.S. federal au¬ 
thorities and Saudi military 
officials were notified, the 
police lieutenant said.

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama and Vice 
President Joe Biden will 
serve another term in the 
White House. 

Although that may seem 
like old news, a joint session 
of Congress confirmed the 
Democratic ticket’s victory 
Friday, tallying the ballots 
from the Electoral Col¬ 
lege to officially declare 
Obama the winner with 
332 electoral votes to Mitt

Capping off a week that

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Police ID suspect killed 
in NY subway shooting

NEW YORK (AP) — Two 

police officers shot and 
wounded during a gun 
battle on a New York City 
subway train were re¬ 
leased from the hospital 
Friday, as authorities identi¬ 
fied the man who opened 
fire and was later killed. 

The subway shooting was 
the second of two Thursday 
involving New York City 
police officers, prompting 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
to criticize the top U.S. gun 
lobbying group. 

In the subway shooting, 
police said Peter Jourdan, 
37, passed between sub¬ 
way cars while the train 
was moving, which is il¬ 
legal, shortly before 7:30 
p.m. Thursday.

clothes officers Michael 
Levay and Lukasz Kozicki 
asked Jourdan for his iden¬ 
tification, and instead he 
pulled out a handgun and 
opened fire, police said. 
Kozicki was struck three 
times and Levay had a 
graze wound to his back 
but was able to return fire, 
killing Jourdan, police said. 
A passenger also suffered 
a graze wound in the cha¬ 
os, while others ran for cov¬ 
er on the platform when 
the gunfire erupted, police 
said. 

There were no other inju¬ 
ries. Jourdan, of Allentown, 
Pennsylvania, had been 
arrested at least seven oth¬ 
er times, including once in 
Los Angeles for bringing a 
gun to court. 

Both Levay, 27, and Kozicki, 
32, were released from the

US lobster catch is up, 
value down; glut cited

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — 

This far northeastern state’s 
lobstercatch surged 18 per¬ 
cent last year for another 
record, but a marketplace 
glut depressed the value 
of its signature seafood, 
causing financial hardship 
for lobstermen, process¬ 
ing plants and dealers up 
and down the East Coast, 
officials said Friday. The 
lobster catch topped 100 
million pounds (45 million 
kilograms) for the first time 
in 2011, and the numbers 
grew again in 2012 with a 
preliminary total suggest¬ 
ing a catch of more than 
123 million pounds (55 mil¬ 
lion kilograms), according 
to the Maine Department 
of Marine Resources. Final 
numbers will be released 
next month. 

Tensions boiled over in Au¬ 
gust when the huge lob¬ 
ster haul caused a crash in 
wholesale prices. 
Canadian lobstermen 
blocked truckloads of 
Maine’s lobster from being 
delivered across the bor¬ 
der to processing plants 
that create lobster prod¬ 
ucts for supermarkets and 
restaurants, blaming Maine 
for low prices. 

New figures tell the story: 
The value of the catch was 
nearly $331 million, a de¬ 
crease of $3.7 million from 
the previous year, despite 
the greater size. The aver¬ 
age price was $2.68 per 
pound, the lowest in 18 
years, the Department of 
Marine Resources said. 


Clive Farrin, who fishes from 
Boothbay Harbor, said the 
depressed prices made it 
difficult for lobstermen to 
cover diesel fuel and bait 
costs, causing some to put 
their boats up for sale. With¬ 
out strong demand and 
consumer confidence, he 
said, the boat price paid 
to lobstermen will continue 
to be too low. 

“I don’t think you’re going 
to see the price change 
appreciably until the 
economy gets straight¬ 
ened out,” he said. “If peo¬ 
ple can’t make their house 
payments and their car 
payments and keep gro¬ 
ceries on the table, then 
they’re not going to be 
buying luxury items, things 
like lobster.” Marine Re¬ 
sources Commissioner Pat¬ 
rick Keliher said Friday that 
the department and indus¬ 
try officials will hold a series 
of meetings over the winter 
to seek potential remedies 
for those times when sup¬ 
ply exceeds demand, as it 
did during the summer.

ATLANTA - The number of 
guns confiscated at air¬ 
ports across the United 
States is on the rise, the 
Transportation Security Ad¬ 
ministration says. 

A record-setting 1,500 fire¬ 
arms were detected by 
security screeners in 2012, 
according to the agency. 
That number is up from 
about 1,300 guns in 2011. 
And nearly 85 percent of 
the weapons were loaded. 
“It does concern us that 
this number is rising,” said 
Lisa Farbstein, an agency 
spokeswoman. “But we 
will not speculate on the 
causes.” 

The transportation agen¬ 
cy allows passengers with 
proper permits to fly with 
guns that are unloaded 
and stored in hard-sided, 
checked baggage. It 
tracks the number of viola¬ 
tors each year. The police 
are called when weapons 
are found in carry-on lug- 


vice. 

Swartz, a Vietnam veteran 
and retired airline pilot, 
acted on instinct to show 
his displeasure: he extend¬ 
ed his right arm outside the 
passenger's side window, 
and then further extended 
his middle finger over the 


car's roof. 

The reaction was swift. The 
officer followed the car; 


words were exchanged; 
backups were called; and 
Swartz was arrested on a 
charge of disorderly con¬ 
duct.He later filed a civil 
rights lawsuit, and although 
a lower court judge dis¬ 
missed the case, the presti¬ 
gious U.S. Court of Appeals 
for the 2nd Circuit in Man¬ 
hattan reversed that deci¬ 
sion on Thursday, ruling that 
Swartz’s lawsuit can go for¬ 
ward.The appellate deci¬ 
sion offers a rich thumbnail 
sketch of the history and 
significance of the raised 
middle finger, one that 
traces possibly the first re¬ 
corded use of the gesture 
in the United States to 1886, 
“when a joint baseball 
team photograph of the 
Boston Beaneaters and the 
New York Giants showed a 
Boston pitcher giving the 
finger to the Giants." 
Swartz's intent, 120 years 
later, was undoubtedly 
similar. 

He made the gesture as 
his fiancee and now wife, 
Judy Swartz, was driving on 
the Sunday evening before 


Memorial Day through St. 
Johnsville, a village of un¬ 
der 2,000 people, abouf 50 
miles northwest of Albany. 

“I couldn't see the offi¬ 
cer, didn’t know who he 
was,” Swartz, 62, recalled 
on Thursday. He explained 
that his gesture was pro¬ 
voked by his anger that the 
local police were spending 
their time running a speed 
trap instead of patrolling 
and solving crimes. 

“It was very dishearten¬ 
ing," Swartz said. “They'd 
do it constantly to the point 
where they ignored all of 
their other duties." 

The officer with the radar 
device, Richard Insogna, 
did see the gesture. 

But in a curious instance of 
mistaken middle-fingered 
intent, Insogna suggested 
in a deposition that he saw 
the finger as a potential call 
for help and followed the 
car because he thought 
Swartz “was trying to get my 
attention for some reason” 
and because he “wanted 
to assure the safety of the 
passengers. ”□

Officials smash 
narwhal tusk 
smuggling ring

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — 

A smuggling ring brought 
narwhal tusks from fhe Ca¬ 
nadian Arfic into Maine in 
a trailer with a secret com¬ 
partment and then illegally 
sold them to American buy¬ 
ers, officials said. 

Andrew Zarauskas, of 
Union, New Jersey, and Jay 
Conrad, of Lakeland, Ten¬ 
nessee, will be arraigned in 
Bangor, Maine, next week 
on 29 federal smuggling 
and money laundering 
charges each. 

For nearly a decade, two 
Canadians smuggled the 
whale tusks into Maine and 
shipped them via FedEx 
to Zarauskas, Conrad and 
other unnamed American 
buyers, according to an in¬ 
dictment. 

Narwhals are known as the 
unicorns of the sea for their 
spiral, ivory tusks that can 
grow longer than 8 feet 
(2.44 meters). The tusks can 
sell for thousands of dollars 
each, buf it's illegal to im¬ 
port them into the U.S. 

The court document 
doesn’t specify how much 
money was involved, but it 
says the Canadian sellers 
received at least 150 pay¬ 
ments from tusk buyers. 

“The conspiracy we've al¬ 
leged was over a period of 
10 years, so there appears 
to have been enough of 
a market to support that 
length of conduct,” said 
Todd Mikolop, who is pros¬ 
ecuting the case for the 
environmental crimes sec¬ 
tion of the Department of 
Justice. Narwhals live in 
Arctic waters and are har¬ 
vested by Inuit hunters for 
fheir meat, skin and tusks, 
said Calvin Kania, president 
of Furcanada in British Co¬ 
lumbia, which sells tusks to 
buyers who want them for 
display purposes or to turn 
into jewelry. 

The tusks range from 3 feef 
(0.91 mefers) fo more than 
8 feet (2.44 meters), and 
typically sell for $1,000 to 
$7,000 each, Kania said. He 
ships tusks worldwide, but 
not to countries that pro¬ 
hibit imports, including the 
U.S., the United Kingdom 
and Australia. □

Giffords was left partially 
blind, with a paralyzed 
right arm and brain injury, 
when a gunman opened 
fire at a constituent meet- 
and-greet outside a Tuc¬ 
son grocery store on Jan.

eral judge and five others 
were killed and 13 people, 
including Giffords, were in¬ 
jured. 

The gunman, Jared Lee 
Loughner, pleaded guilty 
to 19 federal charges and

Kelly said on the day of the 
Newtown shooting that it 
should lead to better gun 
control.

Transocean, the driller

The Deepwater Horizon ex¬ 
ploded, burned and sank 
in April 2010.

states. The Macondo well 
was owned by British oil 
giant BP, which settled its 
own criminal charges and 
some of its civil charges in 
November for $4.5 billion. 
While this settlement re¬ 
solves the government's 
claims against Transocean, 
that company and the oth¬ 
ers involved in the spill still 
face the sprawling, mul¬ 
tistate civil case, which is 
scheduled to begin in Feb¬ 
ruary in New Orleans. In a 
deal filed in federal court in 
New Orleans, a subsidiary. 
Transocean Deepwater, 
agreed to one criminal mis¬ 


demeanor violation of the 
Clean Water Act and will 
pay a fine of $100 million. 
Over the next five years, 
the company will pay civil 
penalties of $1 billion, the 
largest ever under the act. 
As part of the criminal set¬ 
tlement, Transocean also 
agreed to pay the Nation¬ 
al Academy of Sciences 
and the National Fish and 
Wildlife Foundation $150 
million each. Those funds 
will be applied to oil spill 
prevention and response 
in the Gulf of Mexico and 
natural resource restoration

Journalists confront China censors over editorial

BEIJING (AP) — In a rare 
move, some Chinese jour¬ 
nalists are openly con¬ 
fronting a top censor af¬ 
ter a southern newspaper 
known for its edgy report¬ 
ing was forced to change 
a New Year editorial call¬ 
ing for political reform into 
a tribute praising the Com¬ 
munist Party. 

Sixty journalists from the 
Southern Weekly in Guang¬ 
dong province issued a 
complaint Thursday over 
the last-minute changes 
that they said were made 
without the consent of the 
editorial department. 
Another group of 35 former 
reporters from the news¬ 
paper went a step further 
Friday, calling for the res¬ 
ignation of the provincial 
party propaganda chief 
Tuo Zhen — whom they 
held personally responsible 
for the changes — while 
arguing that strong and 
credible news media are 
crucial for the country and 
even necessary for the rul¬ 
ing party.

National Guard to be activated 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) — Puerto Rico’s new 
governor is calling out National Guard troops to help 
prevent drug and weapons smuggling. 

Alejandro Garcia Padilla said late Thursday that 
soldiers will be stationed in ports and airports across 
the U.S. territory to help bolster security. It was his first 
executive order as governor. 

At least 50 soldiers and airmen will be activated by 
February, National Guard spokesman Maj. Paul 
Dahlen said Friday. He said that unlike past years, 
the National Guard this time will not be armed and 
visible to the public, but instead will provide technical 
support including the use of radar to monitor the 
island’s coastline. 

The National Guard was last activated in February 
2010 for one year to help Puerto Rico fight rising crime 
on the island of 4 million people.Q

Rape victim’s friend recounts ordeal

NEW DELHI (AP)— The com¬ 
panion of a woman who 
was gang-raped aboard a 
bus in New Delhi recount¬ 
ed in a television interview 
for the first time Friday how 
the pair was attacked for 
2 1/2 hours before being 
thrown on the side of the 
road, where passersby ig¬ 
nored them and police 
debated jurisdiction issues 


before helping them. 

The Dec. 16 attack has out¬ 
raged Indians and led to 
calls for tougher rape laws 
and reforms of a police 
culture that often blames 
rape victims and refuses 
to file charges against ac¬ 
cused attackers. The na¬ 
tion's top law enforcement 
official said the country 


needs to crack down on 
crimes against women 
with “an iron hand.” The 
23-year-old woman died 
over the weekend from 
massive internal injuries suf¬ 
fered during the attack. 
Authorities charged five 
men with her murder and 
rape and were holding a 
sixth suspect believed to 
be a juvenile. A hearing in 
the case is scheduled for 
Saturday. The woman and 


her male friend had just fin¬ 
ished watching the movie 
“Life of Pi” at an upscale 
mall and were looking for 
a ride home. An autorick¬ 
shaw driver declined to 
take them so they board¬ 
ed the private bus with 
the six assailants inside, the 
companion told the Indian 
TV network Zee TV. Authori¬ 


ties have not named the 
man because of the sen¬ 
sitivity of the case. The TV 
station also declined to 
give his name, although 
it did show his face dur¬ 
ing the interview. The man 
has a broken leg and was 
sitting in a wheelchair dur¬ 
ing the interview. After a 
while, the men on the bus 
starting harassing and at¬ 
tacking the pair, he said. “I 
gave a tough fight to three 
of them. I punched them 
hard. But then two others 
hit me with an iron rod,” 
he said. The woman tried 
to call the police using 
her mobile phone, but the 
men took it away from her, 
he said. They then took her 
to the rear seats of the bus 
and raped her. “The attack 
was so brutal I can’t even 
tell you ... even animals 
don’t behave like that,” he 
said. Afterward, he over¬ 
heard some of the attack¬ 
ers saying she was dead, 
he said. The men then 
dumped their bleeding 
and naked bodies under 
an overpass. He waved to 
passers-by on bikes, in au¬ 
torickshaws and in cars for 
help. “They slowed down, 
looked at our naked bod¬ 
ies and left,” he said. After 
about 20 minutes, three 
police vans arrived and 
the officers began arguing 
over who had jurisdiction 
over the crime as the man 
pleaded for clothes and 
an ambulance, he said. □

Afghanistan: 

Detainees released as Karzai heads to U.S.

KABUL, Afghanistan - Just 
before a trip to Washington 
by President Hamid Karzai, 
the Afghan government 
released 80 detainees on 
Friday, part of a continu¬ 
ing effort to assert its sov¬ 
ereignty over the conten¬ 
tious issue of how prisoners 
are handled. 

U.S. officials have long 
complained that the Af¬ 
ghans release prisoners 
too soon, raising the risk 
that many will return to the 
battlefield. Afghan officials 
counter that they are not 


legally allowed to detain 
people suspected of being 
insurgents without enough 
evidence to prosecute 
them, even if the Ameri¬ 
cans say they are too dan¬ 
gerous to release. 

The releases stem from an 
agreement the Americans 
made to eventually trans¬ 
fer control of the Parwan 
Detention Facility, located 
at Bagram Air Base, to the 
Afghan government last 
March. Of the thousands 
of prisoners captured by 
U.S. forces who have come 
under Afghan control, 
close to 1,000 have been 
released over the last year. 


But Friday was a rare in¬ 
stance when the govern¬ 
ment made a public spec¬ 
tacle of releasing a large 
number together. A fleet of 
local television journalists 
lined up to film the cere¬ 
mony, where the prisoners, 
dressed in new brown, yel¬ 
low and blue shalwars, em¬ 
braced family members 
most had not seen in more 
than a year. “The Afghan 
government is not trying to 
open the gates of its prisons 
and release all prisoners,” 
said Gen. Ghulam Farooq, 
the superintendent of the 
Bagram Prison, which holds 
about 3,000 prisoners.Q

3 US tourists dead in traffic accident 

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) — Police in Jamaica say three 
tourists from the U.S. have died in a traffic collision on 
the island’s north coast. Authorities say the women were 
killed when their car crashed into a minibus just east of 
Montego Bay. The victims were identified as 76-year-old 
Gloria Capleton of Brooklyn, New York and 53-year-old 
Claudette Grand and 34-year-old Vanessa Brown of 
Marlboro, Maryland. Police say the driver of the car car¬ 
rying the women is hospitalized but expected to recover. 
They say another passenger in the car received medical 
treatment and was released, along with the driver and 
several passengers of the minibus. □ 

Hard rains have areas of Rio on alert 

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — Hard rains in Brazil are creating 
a state of alert in Rio de Janeiro and in nearby spots 
where flood-triggered mudslides have killed hundreds in 
recent years. Nearly 8.5 inches of rain fell in just 24 hours 
in hard-hit poor areas just north of Rio. Authorities attri¬ 
bute one death so far to the torrents. Heavy rains also 
have a mountainous area farther north of Rio on alert. 
It’s an area where a storm killed nearly 1,000 people two 
years ago this month, as mountains of mud washed over 
towns. Authorities are also closely watching heavy rains 
in a coastal area about 90 miles west of Rio, popular with 
tourists during the summer. Q 

No TV broadcast for Gitmo 9/11 trial 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) — A military judge has de¬ 
nied a request to allow television broadcast coverage 
of the Guantanamo Bay war crimes tribunal for five men 
charged in the Sept. 11 attacks. 

Defense lawyers requested TV coverage of proceedings 
at the U.S. base in Cuba. But the Defense Department 
had authorized only closed-circuit broadcast to several 
military bases in the northeast U.S. The ruling from Army 
Col. James Pohl said the court had no authority to allow 
general broadcast. Defense attorney James Connell said 
the public should be able to view proceedings against 
five men accused of planning and aiding the attacks. □ 

Argentine football players under fire 

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — Argentina’s tax chief 
laid out new rules this week aimed at reducing tax eva¬ 
sion and money laundering in football, the country's sa¬ 
cred national pastime. Ricardo Echegaray has made 
Argentina’s football clubs responsible, starting Friday, for 
putting the profits from player transfers into special bank 
accounts. Player contracts must be reported along with 
these profits, and the investors and agents involved must 
be registered as representing the player. If any of the in¬ 
come or other information they declare doesn’t match, 
the tax agency will block those responsible from operat¬ 
ing within Argentina’s financial system. □ 


Bahamas considering legal gambling 

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) — The government of the Ba¬ 
hamas says it has prepared a two-part referendum that 
could legalize certain forms of gambling on the islands. 
National Security Minister Bernard Nottage says voters will 
be asked whether they support creation of a national 
lottery and the regulation and taxation of now-under¬ 
ground gambling center centers. He said in a speech late 
Wednesday that the referendum will be held on Jan. 28. 
Bahamians currently are barred from gambling in casinos 
at the islands’ resorts. Prime Minister Perry Christie has said 
the measure would generate $20 million a year in taxes if 
approved. □

Legislators will 
choose a president, two 
vice presidents and other 
leaders of the National As¬ 
sembly, which is controlled 
by a pro-Chavez majority. 
Whoever is elected Na¬ 
tional Assembly president 
could end up being the in¬ 
terim president of Venezu¬ 
ela if Chavez is unable to 
be inaugurated on Thurs¬ 
day as scheduled. Brewing 
disagreements over how 
to handle a possible tran¬ 
sition of power also could 
be aired at the session, 
coming just five days be¬ 
fore the scheduled inau¬ 
guration day specified in 
the constitution. Chavez’s 
health crisis has raised con¬ 
tentious questions ahead 
of the swearing-in, includ¬ 
ing whether the inaugura¬ 
tion could legally be post¬ 
poned. The government 
revealed this week that 
Chavez is fighting a severe 
lung infection and receiv¬ 
ing treatment for “respira¬ 
tory deficiency” more than 
three weeks after under¬ 
going cancer surgery in 


Cuba. The announcement 
suggests a deepening crisis 
for the 58-year-old presi¬ 
dent and has fed specula¬ 
tion that he likely is not well 
enough to travel to Cara¬ 
cas for the inauguration. 
National Assembly Presi¬ 
dent Diosdado Cabello 
called on Chavez backers 
to show up for the legisla¬ 
tive session and demon¬ 
strate their support. 

“This National Assembly is 
revolutionary and social¬ 
ist. It will remain beside 
the people and our com¬ 
mander,” Cabello said in 
one of several messages 
on his Twitter account. “If 
the opposition thinks it will 
find a space in the Nation¬ 
al Assembly to conspire 
against the people, it's 
mistaken once again. It will 
be defeated." Opposition 
leaders have demanded 
that the government pro¬ 
vide more specific infor¬ 
mation about Chavez's 
condition, and say a new 
election should be held 
within 30 days if the presi¬ 
dent doesn’t return to Ven¬ 
ezuela by inauguration 
day. Some Chavez allies 
say the inauguration date 
is not a hard deadline, and 
argue that the president 
should be given more time 
to recover from his surgery 
if necessary. □

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Sides in NHL 
labor fight meet 
with mediator

NEW YORK (AP) — The NHL 

and the players’ associa¬ 
tion were meeting sepa¬ 
rately with a federal me¬ 
diator Friday with no sign 
that they would return to 
the bargaining table any¬ 
time soon. 

Federal mediator Scot 
Beckenbaugh has been 
shuttling back and forth 
between the hotel in 
which the union is work¬ 
ing, and the league office. 
As of late afternoon local 
time, the sides had made 
no plans to get together. 
After marathon talks that 
lasted deep into Wednes¬ 
day night, the sides have 
remained apart with the 
exception of two smaller 
meetings on Thursday. 

The lockout reached its 
tilth day Friday, and the 
sides have only one week 
to reach a deal on a col¬ 
lective bargaining agree¬ 
ment that would allow for 
a 48-game hockey season 
— the minimum the NHL 
has said it will play. 
Commissioner Gary Bett- 
man set a Jan. 11 deadline 
so the season can begin 
eight days later. 

The players could be look¬ 
ing to wait until Saturday 
night to return to the bar¬ 
gaining table when it is 
expected that the execu¬ 
tive board will again have 
the authority to exercise a 
disclaimer of interest that 
would allow the union to 
dissolve and become a 
trade association. 

A vote among union mem¬ 
bers was initiated on Thurs¬ 
day, and players have un¬ 
til 6 p.m. Saturday to cast 
their ballots that would al¬ 
low the board to take the 
action of the disclaimer.

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Shiffrin wins World Cup slalom, leads standings

ZAGREB, Croatia (AP) — 

American teenager Mikae- 
la Shiffrin earned her sec¬ 
ond World Cup title Friday 
by winning a night slalom 
by a massive 1.19-second 
margin to regain the lead 
in the discipline standings. 
The 17-year-old Shiffrin had 
the fastest time in both runs 
to finish in a combined 2 
minutes, 1.73 seconds — 
living up to her billing as 
American skiing’s next big 
star following her first ca¬ 
reer World Cup win in Are, 
Sweden, last month. 
“Everything went really 
well today, it felt great,” 
said Shiffrin, who is enjoy¬ 
ing a breakthrough sea¬ 
son. “I said it in Are and I 
say it again now: I have no 
idea how I feel. Maybe you 
should ask me again in a 
couple of years.” 

Shiffrin was helped by mis¬ 
takes from her closest chal¬ 
lengers after the opening 
leg, Slovenia's Tina Maze

and Sweden’s Maria Pi- 
etilae-Holmner, who both 
failed to finish their final run. 
Frida Hansdotter of Swe¬ 
den came second, and 
Erin Mielzynski of Canada 
was 1.76 behind in third. 
The rest of the field finished 
more than two seconds off 
Shiffrin's winning time. 

“I skied solid. It went really 


smooth,” Shiffin said after 
the first run. “I was just let¬ 
ting my skis taking me to 
the bottom and that is 
what I am looking for.” 
Defending overall champi¬ 
on Lindsey Vonn, who went 
back to training Thursday 
after a month-long break 
from the circuit, skipped 
the race. Slalom world 


champion Marlies Schild of 
Austria has been ruled out 
for three months after knee 
surgery in December. 

Maze, who straddled a 
gate which automatical¬ 
ly ended her run, lost her 
lead in the slalom stand¬ 
ings to Shiffrin but remained 
atop the overall World Cup 
standings. 

Shiffrin has 336 points, fol¬ 
lowed by Veronika Velez 
Zuzulova of Slovakia with 
312 and Maze with 310. The 
next slalom is another night 
event in Flachau, Austria, 
on Jan. 15. 

“It’s definitely one of my 
goals to win the slalom ti¬ 
tle," Shiffrin said. “And then 
the GS title, and sometime 
the overall. Right now, I am 
taking it day by day and 
race by race.” 

Velez Zuzulova won the last 
two races in Semmering 
and Munich but finished 
only 24th Friday after a 
mistake in her second run 
brought her to a standstill. 
Shiffrin said she was back to 


full strength after fighting a 
persistent cold in Decem¬ 
ber. 

“I was a little bit sick, I think 
I have my energy back 
now,” she said after the first 
run. 

Shiffrin’s American team¬ 
mate Resi Stiegler finished 
ninth for her best result 
since recovering from knee 
surgery following her crash 
at last year’s World Cup fi¬ 
nals. 

The course was in excel¬ 
lent condition despite rising 
temperatures over the last 
couple of days. 

A men’s slalom on the 
same course is scheduled 
for Sunday. The women’s 
circuit travels to St. Anton, 
Austria, for speed races 
next week. □

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AP Source: Reid agrees to 
5-yr deal to lead Chiefs

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 

Andy Reid pulled up to 
Arrowhead Stadium in 
a black SUV on Friday, 
stepped out of it wearing 
a dark suit and red tie, and 
walked briskly toward the 
doors of the Kansas City 
Chiefs’ home. 

All that was left was to 
make his hiring official. 

The longtime Eagles coach 
has agreed to a five-year 
deal to become coach of 
the Chiefs, two people fa¬ 
miliar with the situation told 
The Associated Press. The 
people spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
they were not authorized 
to discuss the terms of the 
contract. 

The people also said that 
Reid has already begun 
assembling a staff. 

Reid's agreement was fi¬ 
nalized shortly after the 
Chiefs announced they 
had parted ways with gen¬ 
eral manager Scott Pioli af¬ 
ter four tumultuous seasons 
in Kansas City. 

It’s expected that Reid will 
pursue longtime Packers 
personnel man John Dors¬ 
ey or former Browns GM 
Tom Heckert - or perhaps 
both of them - to work with 
him in the front office. 

Reid inherits a team that 
went 2-14, matching the 
worst record in franchise 
history. But he'll also have 
the No. 1 pick in the NFL 
draft, and with five players 
voted to the Pro Bowl this 
season, Kansas City has 
building blocks in place to 
make a quick turnaround. 
“’Overall the job is still at¬ 
tractive," Chiefs chair¬ 
man Clark Hunt told the 
AP earlier this week. "The 
franchise remains very well 
respected." 

Hunt promised to be thor¬ 
ough and efficient in find¬ 
ing a replacement for Ro¬ 
meo Crennel, who was 
fired Monday after his first 
full season. The Chiefs inter¬ 
viewed Atlanta assistants 
Dirk Koetter and Keith Arm¬ 
strong on Tuesday before 
flying to Philadelphia to 
meet with Reid. 

Nine hours of negotiations 
on Wednesday went well 


enough that Reid called 
off interviews in Arizona 
and San Diego, and the 
two sides continued work¬ 
ing out details on Thursday. 
When news broke that Pioli 
was out, Reid’s agreement 
quickly followed. 

Reid arrived in Kansas City 
aboard a chartered jet Fri¬ 
day afternoon and drove 
with Hunt and other Chiefs 
officials to Arrowhead Sta¬ 
dium. He later visited the 
team’s training complex 
while the final details on 
his contract were being 
worked out. 

The fresh start afforded by 
the Chiefs should be wel¬ 
comed by Reid, who en¬ 
dured a difficult season on 
the field and an even more 
trying time away from it. 
Reid’s oldest son, Gar¬ 
rett, died during training 
camp after a long battle 
with drug addiction, and 
then the Eagles - expected 
to contend for a division 
championship - struggled 
to a 4-12 finish. 

Reid was fired on Monday, 
the same day the Chiefs 
parted with Crennel. 

Long considered one of 
the NFL’s bright offensive 
minds, Reid had a record 
of 130-93-1 in 14 seasons 
in Philadelphia. He took 
a team that was 3-13 the 
year before his arrival and, 
in only two years, finished 
11-5 and second in the 
NFC East. 

That began a stretch of five 
straight years in which Reid 
won at least 11 games, in¬ 
cluding one trip to the Su¬ 
per Bowl. 

During his tenure, the Ea¬ 
gles made nine playoff ap¬ 
pearances while Kansas 
City made three, and won 
10 playoff games - Kan¬ 
sas City hasn’t won any 
since 1993. Meanwhile, the 
Chiefs went through five 
head coaches and are 
now on their third in three 
years. 

One of Hunt’s priorities was 
in finding a coach who 
would bring stability to the 
franchise. 

That's one of the rea¬ 
sons that Hunt decided to 
change the Chiefs' organi¬ 
zational structure, with the 
coach and general man¬ 


ager reporting directly to 
him. Since his late father 
Lamar Hunt founded the 
team 53 years ago, the 
coach typically reported 
to the general manager. 
That was the way it was un¬ 
der Pioli, whose two coach¬ 
ing hires ended badly. 

That alone wasn’t enough 
to force Pioli out, though. It 
was a combination of poor 
draft choices, ineffective 
tree-agent moves and a 
growing fan rebellion that 
led the Chiefs to issue a 
statement Friday that said 
they had "mutually parted 
ways” with their general 
manager. 

"There is no way to over¬ 
state the level of respect 
and admiration I have for 
Scott on a personal level,” 


Hunt said in a statement. 
"His character, loyalty, in¬ 
tegrity and commitment to 
a team are extraordinary, 
and throughout the last 
four years, he has consis¬ 
tently put the best interests 
of the Chiefs ahead of his 
own.” 

Still, those qualities failed to 
translate to success. 


Most of the Chiefs’ top 
stars were drafted by Pio- 
li’s predecessor, Carl Pe¬ 
terson. The former Patriots 
executive struggled to find 
impact players, particu¬ 
larly at quarterback, while 
cycling through coaches 
and fostering a climate 
of dread within the entire 
organization.□

— Oregon’s DeAnthony 
Thomas raced 94 yards 
for a touchdown on the 
opening kickoff, putting 
the Ducks on their way to a 
35-17 win over Kansas State 
on Thursday in college foot¬ 
ball’s Fiesta Bowl. 

Ducks coach Chip Kelly 
may have been in charge 
for the last time, as he is re¬ 
portedly in talks with a few 
NFL teams. Fie has led the 
team to bowl games in four 
straight years, winning the 
past two. 

Thomas offered the first 
flash of speed, crossing into 
the end zone after pick¬ 
ing up a couple of blocks 
and racing past Oregon’s 
bench for a touchdown 
on the opening kickoff. The 
Ducks went for 2 on the 
point-after and converted 
on a trick play to go up 8-0 
in the game's first 12 sec¬ 


onds. Thomas hit the Wild¬ 
cats again late in the first 
quarter, breaking a couple 
of tackles and dragging 
three defenders into the 
end zone for a catch-and- 
run TD that put the Ducks 


up 15-0. Kansas State 
needed a little time to get 
going on offense, laboring 
early before vaunted quar¬ 
terback Collin Klein scored 
on a 6-yard run early in the 
second quarter. 


Klein kept the Wildcats 
moving in the quarter, 
though not toward touch¬ 
downs: Anthony Cantele 
hit a 25-yard field goal and 
missed from 40 after a false- 
start penalty. 


Oregon followed Cantele’s 
miss by unleashing one of 
its trademark rapid scoring 
drives late in the second 
quarter. Moving 77 yards in 
46 seconds, the Ducks went 
up 22-10 at halftime after 
quarterback Marcus Mari- 
ota hit Kenjon Barner on 24- 
yard TD pass. 

Alejandro Maldonado hit a 
33-yard field goal on Ore¬ 
gon’s opening drive of the 
third quarter and Mariota 
capped a long drive with 
an easy 2-yard TD run. Kan¬ 
sas State's Javonta Boyd 
blocked the point-after at¬ 
tempt, but even that went 
wrong for the Wildcats: 
Chris Flarper was tackled in 
the end zone for a bizarre 
1-point safety that put Or¬ 
egon up 32-10. 

Klein hit John Flubert on a 
10-yard touchdown pass 
early in the fourth quarter, 
but all that did was cut Or¬ 
egon's lead down to 32-

An earlier vote passed 
overwhelmingly last month, 
but the union let its self-im¬ 
posed deadline to go by 
on Wednesday night with¬ 
out acting on it. 

A restoration of author¬ 
ity to go the route of the 
disclaimer might be the 
leverage the union wants 
before it starts negotiating 
again. 

Representatives from the 
league and the union met 
twice Thursday for small 
meetings, one dealing 
with the pension plan, but 
never got together for a 
full bargaining session. A 
long night of discussions 
Wednesday that stretched 
into the early morning 
hours didn’t end well and 
created Thursday's lack of 
activity. 

The sides can't afford 


many more days like that. 
All games through Jan. 
14, along with the All-Star 
game, have been can¬ 
celed, claiming more than 
50 percent of the original 
schedule. 

The talks appeared to 
take a downward turn late 
Wednesday after the play¬ 
ers' association passed on 
declaring a disclaimer of 
interest. 

The discord carried over 
to Thursday when Bettman 
had said he expected to 
resume negotiations at 10 
a.m. at the request of the 
mediator. But the union 
was holding internal meet¬ 
ings then and didn't arrive 
at the league office until a 
few hours later. 

When players and staff 
did get there, they did so 
without executive direc¬ 
tor Donald Fehr. The group 
discussed a problem that 


arose regarding the report¬ 
ing by clubs of hockey- 
related revenue, and how 
both sides sign off on the 
figures at the end of the 
fiscal year. The union felt 
the language had been 
changed without proper 
notification, but the dis¬ 
pute was solved and the 
meeting ended in about 
an hour. 

The wait for more elabo¬ 
rate talks went on, and 
didn’t end until the play¬ 
ers returned — again with¬ 
out Fehr — for a meeting 
about the pension plan. 
That one lasted just under 
two hours, and again the 
waiting game ensued. 

But this time there wouldn't 
be any more talks, big or 
little. Neither side issued a 
statement, and Bettman

Study suggests 
lower death risk 
for overweight

A century ago, Elsie Scheel 
was the perfect woman. 
So said a 1912 article in The 
New York Times about how 
Scheel, 24, was chosen by 
the “medical examiner of 
the 400 ‘coeds’” at Cor¬ 
nell University as a woman 
“whose very presence be¬ 
speaks perfect health.” 
Scheel, however, was 
hardly model-thin. At 
5-foot-7 and 171 pounds, 
she would, by today’s 
medical standards, be 
clearly overweight. 

(Her body mass index 
was 27; 25 to 29.9 is over¬ 
weight.) 

But a new report suggests 
that Scheel may have 
been onto something. The 
report on nearly 3 million 
people found that those 
whose BMI ranked them 
as overweight had less 
risk of dying than people 
of normal weight. And 
while obese people had a 
greater mortality risk over¬ 
all, those at the lowest 
obesity level (BMI of 30 to 
34.9) were not more likely 
to die than normal-weight 
people. 

The report, although not 
the first to suggest this re¬ 
lationship between BMI 
and mortality, is by far the 
largest and most carefully 
done, analyzing nearly 100 
studies, experts said. 

But don’t scrap those New 
Year’s weight-loss resolu¬ 
tions and start gorging on 
fried Belgian waffles or tri¬ 
ple cheeseburgers. 

Experts not involved in the 
research said it suggested 
that overweight people 
need not panic unless 
they have other indica¬ 
tors of poor health and 
that depending on where 
fat is in the body, it might 
be protective or even nu¬ 
tritional for older or sicker 
people. But overall, piling 
on pounds and becoming 
more than slightly obese 
remains dangerous. 

“We wouldn’t want peo¬ 
ple to think, ‘Well, I can 
take a pass and gain more 
weight,”’ said Dr. George 
Blackburn, associate di¬ 
rector of Harvard Medical 
School's nutrition division. □

Tuberculosis is a highly in¬ 
fectious disease that is 
transmitted through the 
air and usually affects the 
lungs but can also affect 
other parts of the body, in¬ 
cluding the brain and kid¬ 
neys. It is considered one 
of the world's most serious 
public health threats. Al¬ 
though rare in the United 
States, multidrug-resistant 


But in hopes of delaying 
the move to generics, the 
makers of the brand-name 
drugs, Purdue Pharma and 
Endo Pharmaceuticals, 
have introduced versions 
that are more resistant to 
crushing or melting, tech¬ 
niques abusers use to re¬ 
lease the pills' narcotic 
payloads. The two drug- 
makers, which say they are 
motivated not by profit but 
by public safety, have also 
been waging a multifront 
political and legal war to 
block sales of generics that 


are not tamper-resistant.

tuberculosis is a growing 
problem elsewhere in the 
world, especially in poorer 
countries.

A study in September in The

15,000 overdose-related 
deaths a year. While some 
experts say the new tam¬ 
per-resistant products are 
not a cure-all for the abuse 
problem, others say they 
represent an important 
step forward. 

“I think it would be a shame 
if the government would 
allow generics to come 
in without any tamper- 
resistant properties,” said 
Dr. Lynn R. Webster, a spe¬ 
cialist in Salt Lake City who 
has consulted with com¬ 
panies developing such 
safeguards. Over the last 
year, Purdue Pharma and 
Endo have backed legisla¬ 
tion in Congress that would 
require many opioids to be 
tamper-resistant, and lob¬ 
bied in favor of similar state 
laws. 

They have also urged the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion to give their tamper- 
resistant designs a stamp of 
safety approval that other 
manufacturers would have 
to match. The agency 
does not currently differen¬ 
tiate between drugs that 
have abuse-resistant quali¬ 
ties and those that do not. 
Thus far, the companies’ 
efforts have failed. In mid- 


44 percent of patients with 
tuberculosis in countries 
like Russia, Peru and Thai¬ 
land showed resistance to 
at least one second-line 
drug, or a medicine used 
after another drug has al¬ 
ready failed.

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New search engine tailors its results for tablets

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

The makers of Blekko be¬ 
lieve they've built a great 
alternative to Google, but 
they're also realistic. They 
know their two-year-old In¬ 
ternet search engine won’t 
ever supplant Google as 
the most popular place 
to search on laptop and 
desktop computers. 

But Web surfing on tablet 
computers is a different 
matter, creating an oppor¬ 
tunity that Blekko hopes to 
exploit with a new product 
called Izik — a search en¬ 
gine designed especially 
for Apple Inc.’s iPads and 
tablets running Google’s 
Android software. 

Izik, whose name is a riff on 
17th-century scientist Isaac 
Newton, debuted Friday 
with the release of free 
apps for the iPad and An¬ 
droid tablets. 

To cater to the more visual 
format of tablets, Izik dis¬ 
plays search results in rows 
of information capsules 
that can be easily scrolled 
with a swipe of a finger. Us¬ 
ers scroll vertically to look 
at different categories re¬ 
lated to a search request. 
Scrolling horizontally dis¬ 
plays more capsules within 
each category, which vary 
depending on the request. 
Blekko CEO and founder 
Rich Skrenta likens the ex¬ 
perience to a hybrid ser¬ 
vice that is part search en¬ 
gine, part magazine and 
part discovery tool. Izik also 
shares some similarities to a 
tablet search app called 
Axis that longtime Google 
rival Yahoo Inc. released 
last May in an attempt to 
shake up the market. Like 
Izik, Axis also relies on visual 
thumbnails to list search re¬ 
sults. 

Izik’s system is much differ¬ 
ent from Google’s. 

Entering “Apple” into Izik 
on Friday produced a set 


of results sorted into these 
easily navigable catego¬ 
ries: “Top Results,” “Imag¬ 
es,” "Recipes,” "News,” 
"Reviews,” and “Tech." 
Most of the information 
and pictures either per¬ 
tained to Apple the com¬ 
pany or the fruit. 

Searching for the term at 
Google generated a map 
pinpointing the location 
of several nearby Apple 
stores. The rest of the results 
page was mostly devoted 
to a stack of blue links to 
other websites — a familiar 
format that has become 
the industry standard. 

But Skrenta believes search 
will have to change as 
more people become tab¬ 
let owners and start to use 
them more frequently than 
their laptop computers. 
With more than 100 million 
of the devices already sold 
since the iPad’s April 2010 
debut, tablets already 
have contributed to de¬ 
clining sales of traditional 
PCs and printers. 

Skrenta is betting it’s only 
a matter of time before 
the technological up¬ 
heaval triggered by tablets 
hits the search market and 
people start to break their 
Googling habits. 

Google so far has been 
able to extend its domi¬ 
nance to tablets, largely 
because its search engine 
is the built-in option on the 
iPad and most Android de¬ 
vices. 

But the algorithms and 
format that Google uses 
on tablets and laptops 
are basically the same. 
Skrenta doubts Google will 
switch to a format as dra¬ 
matically different as Izik's 
approach because it still 
makes most of its money 
from online advertising dis¬ 
played on traditional PCs.

Blekko's namesake search 
engine also sought to ad¬ 
dress a problem that Skren¬ 
ta didn’t think was being 
adequately addressed by 
Google. By relying on hu¬ 
mans to highlight the most 
useful information under 
frequently searched top¬ 
ics, Blekko, which is based 
in Redwood Shores, Cali¬

Probe ends 
of Buffett’s 
aide Sokol

The Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission has 
decided not to file insider 
trading charges against 
David L. Sokol, a onetime 
top lieutenant at Berkshire 
Hathaway, Sokol's lawyer 
said Thursday. 

Sokol came under scru¬ 
tiny in 2011 after abruptly 
resigning as chairman of 
Berkshire’s MidAmerican 
Energy Holdings, one of 
the many holdings of the 
investment conglomerate 
run by billionaire Warren E. 
Buffett. At the time, Berk¬ 
shire revealed that Sokol 
bought shares in Lubrizol, 
a maker of lubricants that 
he wanted Buffett to buy. 
Sokol bought the shares 
about two months before 
Berkshire announced a $9 
billion acquisition of the 
company. After the deal 
was announced, the value 
of his Lubrizol stake rose by 
$3 million. 

But Sokol’s lawyer, Barry 
Wm. Levine, said that the 
SEC informed his client 
Thursday that it had de¬ 
cided not to pursue a civil 
enforcement act. 

Levine said that he was 
happy that his client had 
been “exonerated,” and 
said that Sokol had never 
acted improperly in the 
trades. “He is the paragon 
of rectitude," said Levine, 
a partner at the law firm 
Dickstein Shapiro in Wash¬ 
ington. SEC spokesman 
John Nester declined to 
comment Thursday. The 
agency typically does not 
comment when it decides 
not to pursue action in 
such cases. The news was 
first reported online by The 
Wall Street Journal. Sokol's 
resignation in 2011 was a 
rare black eye for Berkshire. 
A star manager, Sokol had 
run several Berkshire sub¬ 
sidiaries, including MidAm¬ 
erican Energy and NetJets, 
which sells fractional own¬ 
erships of private jets. He 
was long considered to 
be a leading candidate to 
succeed Buffett, 820

The S&P 500 finished up

The index began its de¬ 
scent from a record close 
of 1,565.15 in October 
2007, as the early signs of 
the financial crisis began 
to emerge. The index bot¬ 
tomed out in March 2009 
at 676.53 before staging 
a recovery that has seen 
it more than double in val¬ 
ue and move to within 99 
points of its all-time peak. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average finished 43.85 
points, or 0.3 percent, high¬ 
er at 13,435.21. It gained 
3.8 percent for the week.

Kinahan said. “The market 
had more to lose than to 
gain from it.” 

Among stocks making big 
moves, Eli Lilly and Co. 


jumped $1.84, or 3.7 per¬ 
cent, to $51.56 after saying 
that its earnings will grow 
more than Wall Street ex¬ 
pects, even though the 
drugmaker will lose U.S. 
patent protection for two 
more product types this 
year. 

Walgreen Co., the largest 
U.S. drugstore chain, fell 
61 cents, or 1.6 percent, 
to $37.18 after the com¬ 
pany said that a measure 
of revenue fell more than 
analysts had expected in 
December, even as pre¬ 
scription counts continued 
to recover. 

Stocks may also be ben¬ 
efiting as investors adjust 
their portfolios to favor 
stocks over bonds, said TD 
Ameritrade's Kinahan. A 
multi-year rally in bonds 
has pushed up prices for 
the securities and reduced 
the yield that they offer, in 
many cases to levels below 
company dividends. Q 


U.S. economy adds 155K jobs, rate solid at 7.8%

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
employers added 155,000 
jobs in December, a steady 
gain that shows hiring held 
up during tense fiscal ne¬ 
gotiations in Washington. 
The solid job growth wasn’t 
enough to push down the 
unemployment rate, which 
remained 7.8 percent last 
month, the Labor Depart¬ 
ment said Friday. The rate 


for November was revised 
up from an initially report¬ 
ed 7.7 percent. 

The government also said 
hiring was stronger in the 
previous month than first 
thought. November's job 
gains were revised up 
15,000 to 161,000, while 
October was nearly un¬ 
changed at 137,000. 

Stock futures inched higher 
after the report was re¬ 
leased. 


The “gain is perhaps better 
than it looks given that firms 
were probably nervous 
about adding workers with 
the fiscal cliff looming,” 
Paul Ashworth, an econo¬ 
mist at Capital Econom¬ 
ics, said. “Nevertheless, the 
overall picture is that the la¬ 
bor market remains lacklus¬ 
ter.” Robust hiring in manu¬ 
facturing and construction 
fueled the December job 
gains. Construction firms 


added 30,000, the most in 
15 months. That increase 
likely reflected hiring need¬ 
ed to rebuild after Super¬ 
storm Sandy and also gains 
in home building that have 
contributed to a housing 
recovery. 

Manufacturers added 
25,000 jobs, the most in 
nine months. 

Other higher-paying indus¬ 
tries also added jobs. Pro¬ 
fessional and business ser¬ 


vices, which include jobs 
in information technology, 
management and archi¬ 
tecture, gained 19,000 po¬ 
sitions. Financial services 
added 9,000 and health 
care created 55,000. 
Lower-paying sectors were 
mixed. Restaurants and 
bars added 38,000 jobs. 
Retailers cut 11,300, a sign 
that the holiday shopping 
season may have been 
weak.Q

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Atom smasher hiatus sets stage for more discovery

GENEVA (AP) — The 

world’s largest and most 
powerful atom smasher 
goes into a 2-year hiberna¬ 
tion in March, as engineers 
carry out a revamp to help 
it reach maximum energy 
levels that could lead to 
more stunning discoveries 
following the detection of 
the so-called “God par¬ 
ticle." 

With the reopening of its 
$10 billion proton collider 
in early 2015, the stage will 
be set for observing more 
rare phenomena — and 


unlocking more mysteries, 
said James Gillies, chief 
spokesman for the Europe¬ 
an particle physics labora¬ 
tory known as CERN. 

The Large Hadron Collider 
under the Swiss-French 
border will operate for 
two more months then 
shut down through 2014, 
allowing engineers to lay 
thousands more super¬ 
conducting cables aimed 
at bringing the machine 
up to “full design energy," 
Gillies told The Associated 
Press on Friday. Physicists 
at the European Center for 
Nuclear Research, known 


by its French acronym 
CERN, won’t exactly be 
idle as the collider takes a 
break. There are still reams 
more data to sift through 
since the July discovery of 
a new subatomic particle 
called the Higgs boson — 
dubbed the “God particle 
— which promises a new 
realm of understanding of 
the universe. 

For the next two months, 
the Large Hadron Collider 
will be smashing protons 
with lead ions, then under¬ 
go several weeks of test¬ 
ing before it shuts down. 
The collider launched in 


Peru moving to protect fossils from car race 


LIMA, Peru (AP) — Peru’s government is 
taking steps to protect one of the world’s 
largest fossil deposits from being dam¬ 
aged by this year's Dakar Rally, the Cul¬ 
ture Ministry said Thursday. 

It’s the second year that the long-distance 
race involving hundreds of cars and mo¬ 
torbikes has included Peru. The race be¬ 
gins Saturday and will cross into Chile and 
Argentina before ending Jan. 20. 

The Culture Ministry said it is erecting signs 
at all access points to the Ocucaje desert 
to help prevent damage to existing fossils. 
Klaus Honninger, director of the private 
Meyer-Honninger Paleontological Mu¬ 
seum in Peru, called the race an “enor¬ 


mous danger” for the Ocucaje fossil zone 
in the lea region, which is home to fossils 
of whales, dolphins, penguins and other 
animals. 

Honninger said spectators at last year's 
rally dumped tons of trash in the desert 
and some people reportedly used whale 
fossil vertebrae as benches. Some autos 
crushed fossils in their path. 

Dakar Rally director Etienne Lavigne said 
Thursday that organizers are taking all 
measures possible to prevent any kind of 
damage to fossils or the environment in 
general. He said organizers would be mak¬ 
ing inspections every day on every leg of 
the race. □

September 2008, but had 
to be switched off just 
nine days later when a 
badly soldered electrical 
splice overheated, caus¬ 
ing extensive damage to 
the massive magnets and 
other parts of the collider 
some 300 feet (100 meters) 
below the ground. 

It cost $40 million to repair 
and improve the machine. 
Since its restart in Novem¬ 
ber 2009, the collider has 
performed almost flaw¬ 
lessly and the power pro¬ 
duced has been ramped 
up to ever-new record 
levels, creating a treasure 
trove of new data to sift 
through. 

But because of the 2008 
accident, the collider 
could only run at an en¬ 
ergy level far below what it 
was designed to do. To fix 
that. Gillies said, engineers 
over the next two years will 


install 10,000 redesigned 
superconducting cables 
that connect between the 
magnets. That will vastly 
improve its capacity to 
simulate the moments af¬ 
ter the Big Bang nearly 14 
billion years ago. 

“It will bring you more col¬ 
lisions. Which means that 
the more collisions you 
have, the more likely you 
are to see rare events," he 
said. “The Higgs particle 
was just one of many on 
the wish list that we'd like 
to find, so higher energy 
increases your discovery 
potential.”□

PASADENA, California (AP) 
— TBS and the makers of 
“Cougar Town” said they 
only briefly considered 
changing the show’s title 
with its move to cable TV, 
but said they don't want to 
throw away years of mar¬ 
keting that has given the 
comedy starring Courte¬ 
ney Cox an identity. 

After three seasons on 
ABC, “Cougar Town” be¬ 
gins its fourth season Tues¬ 
day on TBS. 

Creator Bill Lawrence 
doesn’t like the title be¬ 
cause it conveys the im¬ 
age of older women chas¬ 
ing young men. Instead, it’s 
a comedy about friends in 
their 40s. Cox's character is 
now married. 

TBS has even run an adver¬ 
tising campaign calling it a 
funny show with a terrible 
title. 

“We wear it as a badge of 
honor,” Lawrence said. “I 


still enjoy mocking it.” 
Lawrence was unhappy 
with ABC for holding the 
show in limbo before TBS 
bought it. But since ABC 
parent Walt Disney Co. 
still produces the show, he 
said at a news conference 
Friday that he wasn’t going 
to bash his old network. 
Before the season pre¬ 
miere, Lawrence and the 
cast of “Cougar Town" 
went to bars in different 
cities to buy people drinks 
and show them new epi¬ 
sodes. To his chagrin, Law¬ 
rence said none of the 
people he bought drinks 
for was part of the Nielsen 
Co.’s ratings system. 
Lawrence said he hopes 
the switch to TBS will be 
seamless and fans of the 
show won't notice a dif¬ 
ference this season. Ac¬ 
tress Busy Philipps became 
pregnant in real life during 
filming of the new season, 
but her character did not 
become pregnant.Q

SEATTLE (AP) — “Grey's 
Anatomy” star Patrick 
Dempsey may be the real 
“McSteamy.” 

The actor, who was 
dubbed “McDreamy” as a 
star of the hospital drama 
while his co-star was called 
“McSteamy,” may soon be 
serving hot, steaming cups 
of Joe. 

Dempsey won a bank¬ 
ruptcy auction to buy 
Tully's Coffee, a small cof¬ 
fee chain based in Seattle. 
Among those he beat out 
is Tully’s much bigger Se¬ 
attle neighbor, Starbucks 
Corp., which is known for its 
ubiquitous white cups with 
a circular green mermaid 
logo. Dempsey, whose 
company Global Baristas 
LLC plans to keep the Tul¬ 
ly’s name, declared victo¬ 
ry on the social media site 
Twitter: “We met the green 
monster, looked her in the 
eye, and...SHE BLINKED! We 
got it! Thank you Seattle! 
The win for Dempsey deals 
a rare setback for Star- 
bucks on its home turf. Star- 
bucks has long been both 
praised for bringing “cof¬ 
feehouse culture” to the 
U.S. and criticized for crush¬ 
ing smaller chains. The 
coffee giant, which had 
planned to convert the Tul¬ 
ly’s cafes to its own brand, 
last month announced 
plans to expand its global 
footprint to 20,000 cafes 
over the next two years, up 
from the current 18,000. 
Dempsey said in an inter¬ 
view on Friday that as the 
underdog in Seattle, Tully's 


will need to find its identity. 
“It's a much smaller chain 
that has a lot of potential 
that hasn’t been given the 
proper care,” he said. 

But in a statement shortly 
after the auction on Thurs¬ 
day, Starbucks insinuated 
that Dempsey shouldn't 
celebrate just yet. 
Starbucks, which wanted 
to convert the Tully’s cafes 
to its own brand, said that 
a final determination on 
the winning bid won’t be 
made until a court hearing 
on Jan. 11. Starbucks said 
it’s in a “back-up” position” 
to buy 25 of the 47 Tully’s 
cafes, with another undis¬ 
closed bidder making an 
offer for the remainder. 

The combined bids of Star- 
bucks and the undisclosed 
bidder come to $10.6 mil¬ 
lion, above the $9.2 mil¬ 
lion Dempsey’s company 
is offering to pay through 
his company, which was 
formed in order to pur¬ 
chase Tully’s. Tully’s Coffee, 
which is known for serv¬ 
ing Joe with a milder taste 
than Starbucks brand, filed 
for bankruptcy protection 
in October, citing lease 
obligations and under- 
performing stores. Tully's 
wholesale business, which 
includes Tully’s Coffee in 
bags and single serve K- 
cup packs that are sold in 
supermarkets and other 
stores, is owned separately 
by Green Mountain Coffee 


Roasters Inc. 

TC Global Inc., the parent 
company of Tully’s, said 
in a release Friday that it 
was “encouraged and ex¬ 
cited” about Dempsey’s 
commitment to the chain. 
Tully’s President and CEO 
Scott Pearson called the 
deal a “great match" and 
that the goal is to make 
sure creditors get paid and 
to keep as many people 
employed as possible. 
Dempsey said he planned 
to be very involved in the 
running of the company, 
adding that the immedi¬ 
ate challenges were to ad¬ 
dress bookkeeping issues, 
staff morale and sprucing 
up the coffee shops. Once 
the business is stabilized, 
Dempsey said the long¬ 
term goal would be to take 
the chain national. 

“We can pull this off. We 
just have to take steps that 
are slow and smart,” he 
said. “I'm going to get be¬ 
hind the counter. I’m going 
to serve coffee...I’m going 
to give the company a 
boost of energy." 

Although Dempsey lives 
in Los Angeles, he plans 
to spend more time in 
Seattle, the city where 
“Grey's Anatomy” is set in. 
Dempsey said he believed 
there is room in the city for 
Tully's and the much larger 
Starbucks; he noted there 
might be people who are 
rooting for the underdog.Q

Suffering Fools Gladly Throughout 

The Years

centrist fantasy of a Grand Bar¬ 
gain on the budget never had 
a chance. Even if some kind of 
bargain had supposedly been 
reached, key players would 
soon have reneged on the 
deal - probably the next time 
a Republican occupied the 
White House. 

For the reality is that our two 
major political parties are en¬ 
gaged in a fierce struggle over 
the future shape of American 
society. Democrats want to 
preserve the legacy of the New 
Deal and the Great Society - 
Social Security, Medicare and 
Medicaid - and add to them 
what every other advanced 
country has: a more or less uni¬ 
versal guarantee of essential 
health care. Republicans want 
to roll all of that back, making 
room for drastically lower taxes 
on the wealthy. Yes, it’s essen¬ 
tially a class war. 

The fight over the “fiscal cliff” 
was just one battle in that war. 
It ended, arguably, in a tacti¬ 
cal victory for Democrats. The 
question is whether it was a Pyr¬ 
rhic victory that set the stage 
for a larger defeat. 

Why do I say that it was a tac¬ 
tical victory? Mainly because 
of what didn’t happen: There 
were no benefit cuts. 

This was by no means a fore¬ 
gone conclusion. In 2011, the 
Obama administration was re¬ 
portedly willing to raise the age 
of Medicare eligibility, a terrible 
and cruel policy idea. This time 
around, it was willing to cut So¬ 
cial Security benefits by chang¬ 
ing the formula for cost-of-liv¬ 
ing adjustments, a less terrible 
idea that would nonetheless 
have imposed a lot of hardship 
- and probably have been po¬ 
litically disastrous as well. In the 
end, however, it didn’t hap¬ 
pen. And progressives, always 
worried that President Barack 
Obama seems much too will¬ 
ing to compromise about fun¬ 
damentals, breathed a sigh of 
relief. 

There were also some actual 
positives from a progressive 
point of view. Expanded un¬ 
employment benefits were 
given another year to run, a 
huge benefit to many families 
and a significant boost to our 
economic prospects (because 
this is money that will be spent, 
and hence help preserve jobs). 
Other benefits to lower-income 
families were given another 
five years - although, unfortu¬ 
nately, the payroll tax break 
was allowed to expire, which 
will hurt both working families 
and job creation. 


The biggest progressive gripe 
about the legislation is that 
Obama extracted less rev¬ 
enue from the affluent than 
expected - about $600 bil¬ 
lion versus $800 billion over the 
next decade. In perspective, 
however, this isn’t that big a 
deal. Put it this way: A reason¬ 
able estimate is that gross do¬ 
mestic product over the next 
10 years will be around $200 
trillion. So if the revenue take 
had matched expectations, it 
would still have amounted to 
only 0.4 percent of GDP; as it 
turned out, this was reduced 
to 0.3 percent. Either way, it 
wouldn’t make much differ¬ 
ence in the fights over revenue 
versus spending still to come. 
Oh, and not only did Republi¬ 
cans vote for a tax increase for 
the first time in decades, the 
overall result of the tax chang¬ 
es now taking effect - which 
include new taxes associated 
with Obamacare as well as 
the new legislation - will be a 
significant reduction in income 
inequality, with the top 1 per¬ 
cent and even more so the 
top 0.1 percent taking a much 
bigger hit than middle-income 
families. 

So why are many progressives 
- myself included - feeling very 
apprehensive? Because we’re 
worried about the confronta¬ 
tions to come. 

According to the normal rules 
of politics. Republicans should 
have very little bargaining 
power at this point. With Demo¬ 
crats holding the White House 
and the Senate, the GOP can’t 
pass legislation; and since the 
biggest progressive policy pri¬ 
ority of recent years, health 
reform, is already law. Repub¬ 
licans wouldn’t seem to have 
many bargaining chips. 

But the GOP retains the power 
to destroy, in particular by re¬ 
fusing to raise the debt limit - 
which could cause a financial 
crisis. And Republicans have 
made it clear that they plan to 
use their destructive power to 
extract major policy conces¬ 
sions. 

Now, the president has said 
that he won’t negotiate on 
that basis, and rightly so. 
Threatening to hurt tens of mil¬ 
lions of innocent victims un¬ 
less you get your way - which 
is what the GOP strategy boils 
down to - shouldn’t be treated 
as a legitimate political tactic. 
But will Obama stick to his anti¬ 
blackmail position as the mo¬ 
ment of truth approaches? He 
blinked during the 2011 debt 
limit confrontation. 

And the last few days of the 
fiscal cliff negotiations were 
also marked by a clear unwill¬ 
ingness on his part to let the 
deadline expire. Since the con¬ 
sequences of a missed dead¬ 
line on the debt limit would 
potentially be much worse, this 
bodes ill for administration re¬ 
solve in the clinch. 

So, as I said, in a tactical sense 
the fiscal cliff ended in a mod¬ 
est victory for the White House. 
But that victory could all too 
easily turn into defeat in just a 
few weeks. □

Recently I was reading a mag¬ 
azine profile of a brilliant statisti¬ 
cian. The article mentioned, in 
passing, that this guy doesn’t 
suffer fools gladly. 

I come across that phrase a 
lot. I’ve read that Al Gore and 
former Rep. Barney Frank don’t 
suffer fools gladly. Neither, 
apparently, did Steve Jobs, 
George Harrison, Pauline Kael 
or even Henry David Thoreau. 
The phrase originally came 
from William Tyndale’s 1534 
translation of the Bible. In it, 
Paul was ripping into the deca¬ 
dent citizens of Corinth for turn¬ 
ing away from his own authori¬ 
tative teaching and falling for 
a bunch of second-rate false 
apostles. “For ye suffers fool 
gladly,” Paul says with wither¬ 
ing sarcasm, “seeing ye your¬ 
selves are wise.” 

Today, the phrase is often used 
as an ambiguous compliment. 
It suggests that a person is so 
smart he has trouble tolerating 
people who are far below his 
own high standards. It is used 
to describe a person who is 
so passionately committed to 
a vital cause that he doesn’t 
have time for social niceties to¬ 
ward those idiots who stand in 
its way. It is used to suggest a 
level of social courage; a per¬ 
son who has the guts to tell idi¬ 
ots what he really thinks. 

Sure, it would be better if such 


people were nicer to those 
around them, the phrase im¬ 
plies, but this is a forgivable 
sin in one so talented. The 
actor Ed Harris’ “penetrating 
gaze signals that this is a seri¬ 
ous, somber man on a singular 
quest,” a writer observed in The 
Toronto Sun. “He doesn’t suffer 
fools gladly, if at all.” 

This sounds fine in the abstract, 
but when you actually witness 
somebody in the act of not suf¬ 
fering fools gladly, it looks rot¬ 
ten. Once I watched a senior 
member of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives rip into a young 
reporter after she nervously 
asked him an ill-informed ques¬ 
tion. 

She was foolish about that par¬ 
ticular piece of legislation, but, 
in the moment, he looked the 
bigger fool. He was making a 
snap judgment about a person 
with no real information about 
her actual qualities. He was 
exposing a yawning gap be¬ 
tween his own high opinion of 
himself and his actual conduct 
in the world. He was making 
the mistake, which metaphysi¬ 
cal fools tend to make, that 
there is no connection be¬ 
tween your inner moral quality 
and the level of courtesy you 
present to others. 

Smart people who’ve thought 
about this usually understand 
that the habits we put in prac¬ 
tice end up shaping the peo¬ 
ple we are within. “Manners 
are of more importance than 
laws,” Edmund Burke wrote. 
“Manners are what vex or 
soothe, corrupt or purify, exalt 
or debase, barbarize or refine 
us, by a constant, steady, uni¬ 
form, insensible operation, like 
that of the air we breathe in.” 

In his extremely French book, 
“A Small Treatise on the Great 
Virtues,” the contemporary phi¬ 
losopher Andre Comte-Spon- 
ville argues that “politeness is 
the first virtue, and the origin 
perhaps of all the others.” Po¬ 
liteness is a discipline that com¬ 
pels respectful behavior. Mo¬ 


rality, he writes “is like a polite¬ 
ness of the soul, an etiquette of 
the inner life, a code of duties, 
a ceremonial of the essential.” 
(I told you it was very French.) 
Jane Austen is the novelist 
most famous for advocating 
this point of view. In her novel 
“Emma,” the lead character is 
rude to a foolish and verbose 
old woman named Miss Bates. 
Emma’s friend George Knight- 
ley rebukes her. 

If Miss Bates were rich or smart 
or your equal, maybe this rude¬ 
ness would have been toler¬ 
able, Mr. Knightley tells her, but 
“she is poor; she has sunk from 
the comforts she was born to; 
and, if she live to old age, must 
probably sink more. Her situa¬ 
tion should secure your com¬ 
passion. It was badly done, 
indeed!” 

I don’t give myself high marks 
on suffering fools. I’m not rude 
to those I consider foolish, but 
I strenuously and lamenta¬ 
bly evade them. But I do see 
people who handle fools well. 
Many members of the clergy 
do, as do many great teach¬ 
ers. In my experience, Midwest¬ 
erners are more likely to treat 
fools well. 

Natural politicians do so, too. 
Joe Biden is effective because 
he loves humanity in all its 
shapes and sizes. 

G.K. Chesterton had the best 
advice on suffering fools glad¬ 
ly. He put emphasis on the 
gladly. When you’re with fools, 
laugh with them and at them 
simultaneously: “An obvious in¬ 
stance is that of ordinary and 
happy marriage. A man and 
a woman cannot live together 
without having against each 
other a kind of everlasting joke. 
Each has discovered that the 
other is a tool, but a great fool. 
This largeness, this grossness 
and gorgeousness of folly is the 
thing which we all find about 
those with whom we are in inti¬ 
mate contact; and it is the one 
enduring basis of affection, 
and even of respect.”□
